Referendum Blocked in 


South Dakota; Might j 


Be in Nebraska

Legal Point. 


Much interest is being taken by 


state officials and legislators in what 
influence the court decision 
just 


rendered in South Dakota, forbid- 
ding a referendum on the new law 
of that state increasing license fees 
on trucks and other - heavy motor 
vehicles, may have upon the similar 
situation in Nebraska. 
The text of the South Dakota 


ruling has not yet been- received, but 
press reports say that the law was 
held not referable because it pro- 
vides necessary revenue for the sup- 
port of the state government. Under 
the constitution of that state, acts 
of that kind are not subject to refer- 
endum. 


The Nebraska association of com- 


mercial truck owners and operators 
has petitions in circulation to bring 
about the suspension of the Schep- 
man law, S. F. 33, passed at the 
regular -legislative session and re- 
pasted by both branches over Gov- 
ernor Bryan's veto, until It is sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people at the 
November election in 1932. 


A legal quest" j, however, has 


been raised as to whether the Schep- 
man act can thus be rendered in- 
operative. The Nebraska constitu- 
tion differs somewhat in its referen- 
dum provisions from that of South 
Dakota, but it contains a clause pro- 
viding that any measure intended 
"for the immediate preservation of 
the public peace, health, or safety" 
shall not be suspended by the fil- 
ing of referendum petitions. 
Claim Act for Public Safety. 
The Schepman law. as its sup- 
porters contend, was passed to make 
the highways safer for public travel. 
by limiting the loaded weights of 
trucks so as to prevent undue dam- 
age to the roadway which might re-

\nined until a subsequent period. 


The. stock market has displayed 


a nervous undertone during the 
past week, although as a whole little 
ground has been lost 
Price move- 


ments were influenced principally 
by developments in the German sit- 
uation, and this m a'large measure 
accounted for the unscttlement evi- 
denced in the early part of the 
week when stocks 
gave uay for 


three consecutive sessions However, 
on Thursday the market firmed up, 
with stocks retracing the greater 
portion of their losses. The net 
change in 
the ninety composite 


stock index of Standard Statistics 
for the week was a decline of slight- 
ly less than a point. 
German Bonds Recover. 


The feature of the week in the 


bond market was the severe break 
tand subsequent recovery in the Ger- 
Vnan bond list The Young plan 5% 
per cent obligations, which 
were 


originally marketed at 90, broke to 
54, with the week-end rally carry- 
ing them back to 67. Chilean bonds 
were also weak on the declaration 
of a moratorium by the government 
on all external loans. 
Tne unemployment situation has

In Prices. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July IS— 


(Up)—& movement for an informal 
moratorium on farm debts, un- 
paralleled in the history of the 
southwest, gained strength through- 
out the wheat bdt tonight. 
Farmers, businessmen and bank- 


ers slike showed increasing de- 
termination to take -whatever steps 
were necessary to save at least a 
little cash from the greatest wheat 
crcp the territory has ever known. 
Tie continued drop in receipts 


of grain at terminals offered posi- 
tive e\idence that growers, aided 
by their creditors, were determined 
to hold as much of their huge 
stocks of grain ns possible for an 
expected rising pfice 
Only 1,036 cars of wheat rolled 
into Kansas City today, as com- 
pared -»-ith almost 1.500 cars a 
week ago, and the market held 
well. There was strong demand, 
and closing prices were unchanged 
to 7-8 cents off, while cash prices 
showed an even slighter sag. 


Allowed" Extra Time. - 


The move to aid the fanner 


through allowing him a little extra 
time in which to meet his debts 
was assuming increasing scope with 
every passing hour. Bankers and 
merchants met with their fanner- 
debtors, and between them worked 
out plans for their own informal 
moratoriums. 
Storekeepers who could find a 


place to store grain accepted wheat 
in payment of bills at prices 15 to 
25 cents above the market.

must be confessed that an obscure 
student at Oxford 
doesn't really 


know much about "conditions." He 
reads in The Times that the dole 
continues to demoralize thousands 
of British unemployed, who, pre- 
suiiably, would be staunch and 
sturdy if the government did not 
keep them from starving; he hears 
that business is bad, nd, knowing 
how long it takes for an Oxford 
shopkeeper to achieve anything in 
the nature of action, he has his 
own opinion of th# reason why busi- 
ness is bad; and he knows, vaguely, 
that the Labor government has to 
conciliate the Liberals to stay in 
power, that wages are low and prices 
high and 
the outlook generally 


rather gloomy. 


Knows Little of Conditions. 


But of "conditions" in the way 


of concrete facts, he knows very lit- 
tle. After heaving a sigh for the 
depressed state of the world, he pol- 
ishes off the last spot of tea and 
takes up a book his tutor has ad- 
vised him to read—probably some- 
thing o\i the Peasant's Revolt of 
1381, 
or the economic doctrines of 


Adam Smith. 


Oxford's isolation is at once its 


virtue and its vice. A virtue, because 
it enables one to survey with some 
detachment the past which will be 
forgotten all too soon. They do not 
bother much about the present in 
Oxford. And it is just as well. Ox- 
ford may not prepare a man for 
the shocks of hard reality as well 
as an American university does; but 
it gives him. a different set of values 
a sense of proportion, a perspective. 
The young Englishman comes away 
raw, innocent; 
awkward, still a 


schoolboy; but all this passes quick- 
ly, and he has a background which 
the boy who studies social science 
in America lasks. 


Americans are recognizing this, it 


is true, and some of the Eastern 
colleges attempt, with customary 
American enterprise, 
to create a 


duplicate of Oxford at one or two 
strokes. They forget that you can- 
not do in five years what Oxford 
has done in centuries; that good ed- 
ucation comes only with good edu- 
cators; and that Oxford still edu- 
cates only the few. Also it must not 
be thought that Oxford and Cam- 
bridge sum up, as they did a hun- 
dred years ago, the state of educa- 
tion in England. There are a shoal 
of provincial universities, like those 
at Leeds, Manchester, Birmingham, 
and Glasgow, which work on lines 
similar to the American university, 
and try to take care of the majority 
who cannot afford England's best. 


Liked Germany Best. 


An American at Oxford usually 


enjoys most the liberal vacations 
that allow him to travel. Six months 
in the year are free for this and 
the rest of the time can be spent in 
quarreling over the relative merits 
of Frenchmen. Italians, Germans, 
and Swiss. 


I liked Germany best Frenchmen 


have grace. Italians have beauty, 
and Germans have nothing but ex- 
cellent beer, a good deal of weight 
and shaven heads; but I like them. 
A year ago, when the crisis which 
now confronts them had. not yet 
raised its ugly head, I lound them 
oppressed by taxes, worried by in- 
ternal dissension, harrassed by ex- 
ternal suspicion 
and hatred — but 


cheerful. They have an 
infinite 


capacity for getting together over 
a stein of beer, around a table, and 
forgetting their troubles in an ami- 
able "abendunterhaltung." 
It is 


true that an artist from Prussia 
once spent two evening explaining 
to me that "All Quiet on the Wes- 
tern Front" was the 
"work of a 


coward and that the glory of Prus- 
sia's militarism would some day be 
revived. It is true that a peasant 
in Bavaria entertained 
me witn 


cminiscences of his war career and 
predictions of what he would do in 
the next war, which he thought 
would be soon. But on the whole 
Germans seemed to me a peace-lov- 
ing people, who with a just pride 
believed themselves not entirely to 
blame for the -war, and who wanted 
industry and a prosperous lather- 
land more than aggression and de- 
struction. 
An American's Impression. 


A friend of mine at Oxford, an 
erratic young man given to pas- 
sionate expression of his unequivo- 
cal opinions, summed up the aver- 
aee impression of Americans at Ox- 
ford. Asked if he liked the Italians, 
covered his face with his hands 
and moaned. 


"Frenchmen?" 
"No!" 
"Germans?" 
"No! No!" 
"Englishmen?" 
"I loathe Englishmen!" 
But he insisted that he had an 


ardent love of France. Italy, Ger- 
many. and Encland. He intended 
to spend all his summer vacations 
in Europe.

huddled in a frontline trench or 
crept along no-man's-land. 


Heavy bombing from both sides 


of the field sounded the start of 
the battle, which was immediately 
preceded by a huge fireworks dis- 
play denicting the words, "Buy It In 
Lincoln." While the audience wait- 
ed for the main show to begin. Ruth 
Healy and Gene Barnett, Lincoln 
mosoVcylists, drew heavy applause 
with a number of daring motorcycle 
stunts. Bill Wolff took part with 
a number of sidecar acts. 


In the first bombing, one recog- 


nized the different sounds of the 
big and little shells. Here and there 
a searchlight rocket went up. Red 
fire 
illuminated the background 


representing a French village. 
The rat-a-tat-tat of a hidden 


machine gun came to the ears of 
the many listeners from one trench. 
Another machine gun hidden in the 
enemy camp made answer. 


The bombing companies began to 


work toward each other, increasing 
as they did, it seemed, the loudness 
of the reports of the shells. Tor- 
pedo-like shells with a peculiar 
whistling sound now came in as 
part of the bombardment. Speeding 
across the distance from one camp 
to the other these would land with. 
a red flare which burned brightly 
for a moment or two and illumin- 
ated the ground for several 
feet 


around before they faded out in 
the darkness of the night. 
Gunners Advance. 


Gunners came on the scene of 


action from both sides. These ad- 
vanced by one short jump and then 
another, dropping to the ground for 
cover as a searching rocket lighted 
the sky and then moving forward 
another few yards as the night once 
again cloaked their movements. Na- 
tional guardsmen now, many of 
these men sa-.v service- at the front. 
As the opposing forces swept to- 
wards each other, comrades shouted 
one to the other and sometimes a 
whole detachment would let out a 
whoop like iha.t of an Indian band 
on the war path. 
While the infantry forces fought 
thus with the continual rattle and 
flash of their bullets adding to the 
general din and glare, there swept 
suddenlv into sight overhead from 
the west beatuiful white airplane. 
Sweeping gracefully down toward 
the grcaind in the midst of the en- 
emy camp it loosed a series of pow- 
erful bombs which seemed about to 
rend the air itself with their mighty 
power. It was down on the ground. 
Its devastation was over. No, There 
came yet, another torrent or what 
one could easily imagine was a 
death-dealing force in the midst of 
the enemy camp. 
Second Plane Appears. 


Shortly afterwards there 
came 


out of the east a plane to pay its 
respects in similar fashion to the 
other army. This demon of the air, 
however, was adorned in beautiful 
red and blue colors rather than-in 
the white robes of its predecessor 
from the other side of no-man's- 
land. 


The armies swept on across the 
ground and merged and passed on 
out of the picture. Then the sky 
was filled with a series of beauti- 
ful sky rockets, blue, red, green, 
golden, and yellow. For many in 
the audience this was the most 
pleasing part of the program ap- 
parently for there was many a 
hushed breath as the gay colored 
stars broke and floated'in the sky 
in long streamers or flashed sud- 
denly and then were gone. 
There was a sputter as a fuse was 


touched to a large set piece at one 
corner of the field. 
Then there 
came into view the features of 
Woodrow Wilson, president ot the 
United States during the war per- 
iod. 
Another fuse was touched near 


the center of the field and a gray 
and white waterfall tumbled before 
the eyes of the delighted audience. 


At the far end of the scene, there 


now cameinto view in huge blue 
and white letters the words, "Vic- 
tory and .World Peace." At the 
same instance there flashed into 
view little whit* crosses along the 
whole length of the field. At the 
side of each stood a soldier in 
reverent attitude. The whole audi- 
ence was on its feet by this time. 


As the crosses began to fade 


into the night, the crowd began to 
make its way toward the entrances. 
As they did so, there was a final 
flare in the deep background.' The 
words "Good Kite" stood out in 
boH relief, for a moment, and then 
the "Siege of 1918" was over.

Upper Rio Grande 
Valley Is Facing

McALLEN Tex.. July 18— UNS>— 


The rich upper Rio Grande valley 
faced a serious flood threat tonight 
as the Bio Grande river, fed by the 
heavy rains of its' watershed, con- 
tinued its rapid rise. 
Reports from Rio Grande City, 


40 milej northwest of here, said to- 
night the stream had reached 
a 


stage of twenty-one feet and 
was 
still rising. 
Flood stage at 
Rio 
Grande City is twenty-two feet, ac- 
cording to the weather bureau sta- 
tion at Brownsville. 


Heavy rains have been falling the 
last thiee days all along the river. 
Another shower here today brought 
the total precipitation in this dis- 
trict to 9.5 inches in five days. 


Residents all along the stream 


were watching it closely, prepared to 
move house furnishings to higher 
ground if necessary.

suit in loss of lives and damage to 
property. 


Moreover, the state's 30 per cent 
share of the proceeds of the license 
fees was duly appropriated by the 
legislature, 
with 
the 
emergency 


clause, for maintenance of federal 
and state highways. The constitu- 
tion exempts from the referendum 
process any act "making appropri- 
ations .for the expense of the state 
government." While S. F. 33 itself 
does not carry an appropriation, the 
money to be derived from its opera- 
tion comes under the 
protective 


clause of the constitution. 


The attempted referendum of the 


bill may precipitate a contest in the 
courts as to .whether it can be en- 
forced while the referendum upon 
it is pending. In that event, the 
South Dakota decision will .doubtless 
be cited as ;, precedent, since the 
general circumstances surrounding 
the enactment of both laws were 
much the same. 
There is enou h difference be- 


tween the scope of the two statutes, 
however, to make a debatable ques- 
tion as to how far they parallel each 
other. It will also be argued by ref- 
erendum advocates that even if they 
were alike in all essential particu- 
lars,' the Nebraska law might stand 
while the South Dakota one fell be- 
cause the constitutional restrictions 
are hot identical in both states. 
Nebraska Fees Are Lower. 


The scale of license fees fixed in 


the South Dnkota law is consider- 
ably higher than that contained in 
the" Schepman act for Nebraska. 
This is balanced, however, by an- 
other provision which says that the 
fees 
collected in South 
Dakota 
shall be "in lieu of all taxes, gen- 
eral or local, except compensation 
for the use of highways by -motor 
earners for hire," and one or t-wo 
other minor exceptions. 


Hence, South Dakota car owners 


are relieved of the property tax on 
their 
machines 
which 
Nebraska 


motorists and commercial vehicle 
operators pay in addition to the 
license lees. 


License fees on commercial trucks 


and truck-trailer combinations in 
Nebraska start at $10 on all ve- 
hicles -with an advertised load ca- 
pacity weight up to IVi tons.

The delegates to the conference 


were Chancellor Heinrk-h Bruenin? 
and Forign Minister Aristide Briand 
and Mm. Flandin ivnd Pietri. min- 
isters of finance and 'the budget. 


Ominous Clouds May Lift. 


The communique, seemingly open- 


ing up an entirely new vista of 
Franco-German relations and hold- 
ing promise of dispelling the omin- 
ous clouds of chaos and discontent 
overhanging Europe, read as fol- 
lows: 


"During the conversations, Chan- 


cellor Brucning gave tho French 
ministers detailed information re- 
garding the financial and economic 
situation in his country, as well as 
the complex aspects of the problems 
they impose. 


"M. Flandin, French finance min- 
ister. presented the French govern- 
ment's suggestions concerning rem- 
edies which could attenuate if not 
solve the crisis. 


"Following this was an extended 


exchange of views of the most frank 
and cordial character, involving not 
c,.Iy measures to overcome the fi- 
nancial crisis, but also to ensemble 
Franco-German 
relations, with a 


mutual eagerness to effect a lasting 
collaboration between the two peo- 
ples. 


"The conversations will continue 
tomorrow afternoon." 


. Will Meet Sunday. 


- The communique added 'that at 10 
a. m., tomorrow there will take place 
a general conference at M. Laval's 
office to be attended by "all repre- 
sentatives of all countries meeting 
.at London.'' 


This was interpreted as definite 


indication that the French govern- 
ment had decided to attend 
the 
London conference. 


Unofficially one member of the 


French delegation informed Inter- 
national News Service this evening 
that Bruening "made a most favor- 
able impression, with most optimis- 
tic results.'' 


If the aims hinted at in the gov- 


ernment's communique are achieved, 
this will go down in history as one 
of the most significant 
days in 


Franco-German relationships. From 
the outset it was a day of gratifying 
surprises, and each incident pre- 
ceding and during the conference 
was in sharp contrast to the tradi- 
tional enmity between the two lead- 
ing nations of continental Europe. 


Bruening and Curtius arrived in 


Paris at 2:05 D- m., disembarking 
from their ordinary Pullman car at 
the Gar de 1'Est. 


They stepped down to a station 


platform garlanded with ferns and 
flowers and were greeted by Premier 
Laval, M. Briand and other mem- 
bers 
of the 
gO"ernment. 
Both 


Bruening and Curtius were unable 
to conceal their gratification and 
surprise when as they proceeded to- 
ward the street, they heard shouts 
of acclaim from the throats of 10,- 
000 Frenchmen and members of the 
German colony in Paris who had 
jammed their way into the station 
to welcome the visitors. 


Warmly Welcomed. 


Approaching the doorway, over 


which had been hung red velvet 
draperies, 
the 
statesmen 
were 


greeted by a thundering roar from 
the fully 50,000 persons who milled 
in the streets outside the terminus. 
Police had prepared lor untoward 
demonstrations. They were as sur- 
prised as the German visitors them- 
selves when the reception turned 
into one of acclaim. 
Thunderous "Hochs!" shouted by 


Germans in the throng, rang out 
above the Frenchmen. s cry of "Vive 
la Paix!" With utmost 
difficulty 


Bruening and Curtius were escorted 
through the milling mobs to waiting 
motor cars. Both responded to the 
greeting with what probably was the 
first smile to light the lace of either 
since Germany's crash came with 
the failure of one of her 
largest 


banks a week ago. 


The 
German statesmen 
were 


driven to their hotel, and Laval and 
Briand proceeded to their respective 
offices to await the meeting. An 
hour or so later Bruening: motored 
to the ministry of the interior where 
the premier's office is located, for 
a, secret, private conversation, before 
the conference. 


He lound the corridors of the 


building, from the main entrance to 
the doors of the conference cham- 
ber. banked with pots of palms and 
ferns ,and countless vases of roses 
and orchids. It was the first time 
in history that the ordinarily sombre 
headquarters 'of the French govern- 
ment had thus been decked out in 
honor of a visiting statesman. 


Briand. Curtius and the other 


French ministers arrived soon after, 
and were forced to cool their heels 
in an ante-room while Bruening 
and Laval conversed behind locked 
doors.

"At the present time, Mrs. Ken- 


nedy's condition does not warrant 
her being transferred to the psy- 
chopathic ward." 
The psychiatrists, Drs. E. H. 


Steele and Victor Parkin, declined 
to elaborate on this statement and 
said no official report would be 
made before Monday. 


After the examination Mrs. Ken- 


nedy came to the door of her beach 


• house to talk to newspapermen and 


pose for photographers. 


"The doctors were awfully nice 


to me," she said, "and I'm mighty 
glad they came. I've heard for 
several years that some one wanted 
wanted to try this stunt on me. 
My mind is as sound as anyone's. 
You see I never run from anything; 
I run straight at it." 


Clearwater was present during 


part of the examination and he 
left the house nervous and per- 
spiring. 
Hi:, affidavit was filed 


only tnis afternoon and except to 
say it was filed on his own initia- 
tiv/s he refused to comment no the 
case. 


Complaint Is Filed. 


LOS ANGELES, July 18—(UP) — 


The troubles of Mrs. Minnie "Ma" 
Kennedy, mother of Aimee Semple 
McPherson, were magnified late to- 
day when the county lunacy com- 
mission appointed two psychiatrists 
to examine her. 
The examiners, Drs. E. H. Steele 


and Victor Parkin, were named at 
the request of B. F. Clearwater. 
who described himself as a special 
officer at Angelus temple, head- 
quarters of Mrs. McPherson's Four 
Square gospel. 
Clcarwater's affidavit, filed with 


the commission, claimed Mrs. Ken- 
nedy was subject to childish de- 
lusions and lapses of memory.

Recovering1 From Shock. 


The psychiatrists proceeded to

nedy went to recover from 
the 
shock and disappointment of learn- 
ing that her marriage three weeks 
ago to G. Edward "What-a-man." 
Hudson was illegal.

filed 
an annulment 
suit 


against Hudson because he married 
-her without first dissolving a previ- 
ous union with Mrs. L. Margaret 
Newton-Hudson 
of Los Angeles, 


and his troubles increased when 
Mrs. Newton-Hudson filed for di- 
vorce and the state of Washington 
threatened bigamy action against 
him. 
• In filing his affidavit with H. J. 
Gormiy, secretary of the commis- 
sion, Clearwatsr made no mention 
of his purpose in so doing, but it 
followed closely on Mrs. Kennedy's 
multifold troubles with Hudson, a 
man a great deal younger than the 
grandmother-evangelist. 


Say* Acting: For Himself. 


Gormiy said he asked Clearwater

Drs. Steele and Parkin expected 


to conclude their examination late 
today but they were not to report 
to the lunacy commission until 
Monday.

Clearwater's request for an insan- 


ity complaint came just at a time 
when a possible reunion was hinted 
between Mrs. Kennedy and Mrs. | 
McPherson. who parted company | 
two years ago after a bitter quarrel 
over the management of Angelus 
temple. 
Broken In Spirit. 


Mrs. Kennedy, broken in spirit 


since she was forced to end her 
brief romance with Hudson, made a 
halfhearted bid for her daughter's 
sympathy during the day. 


Told that there was talk at An- 


gelus temple that Mrs. McPherson 
might ask her to come back into 
the fold. Mrs. Kennedy said that 
she "saved sister from many a fall." 


• "I protected her from the wolves 
of. the world who" were trying to 
ruin her life and work." 


In Seattle Mrs. McPhcrson re- 


fused to comment on a possible 
reconciliation •with her mother, -but 
she c-.d say she was "distressed and 
sorry" over Mrs. Kennedy's misfor- 
tune. 


540 Homes Burned in 


Czechoslovakia Town; 


Suspect Incendiarism 


PRAGUE. Czecho Slovakia, July 


18—(UP)—Fire, apparently started 
by persons bent on wiping out the 
entire population, razed the village 
of Vazec today. 


Once underway the flames roared 


through the village, destroying 540 
houses. Most of the inhabitants es- 
caped, but at least four children 
and two citizens trying to rescue 
friends were burned to death. 
The fire left 2,400 people, almost 


the entire population of Vazec, 
without shelter. Relief expeditions 
were organized from nearby centers. 


Seven firemen were injured in an 


accident to their fire engine while 
they were trying to fight the flames. 
Eighteen persons were seriously 


burned. The fact that the 
fire 


started 
simultaneously at 
three 


points supported the theory of in- 
cendiarism. The damage was esti- 
mated at $1,500,000.

EMILY WHITING TITUS. 


Emily Pritchard Titus was born 
January 2, 1847, at St. Louis, Mo. 
She was married to George Whit- 


ing on March 10, 1869. He enlisted 
as a. private in Company H, 60th 
Regiment of New York Volunteers 
and was discharged in August of 
1862 because of disability. -He again 
enlisted in Company C of 3th Michi- 
gan and was honorably, discharged 
in 1865 at the close of the war. 
The family migrated to Nebraska 
in the seventies, going to Seward. 
where they were both members of 
the 
patriotic organizations. Mr. 


Whiting passed away -a few years 
later. 
In 1912 she became the wife jof 
John B. Titus. He also had heard 
the call of arms for his country, 
having enlisted in service with Com- 
pany G, 15th Infantry. He was a 
member of- Post 64 of Valparaiso. 
Mr. Titus passed away in-1916., 
For many years following Mr. 
Titus' death, Mrs. Titus was a 
nurse in Lincoln. Neb. Upon the 
homes in which she nufsed, she be- 
stowed a Christian blessing and a 
skillful service. She will long be re- 
membered for her kindness "to oth- 
ers as well as for her thoughtful- 
ness to her, own dear ones. 


Mrs. Titus had been an invalid 
for the past four years and for 
ten years before going to the sold- 
diers' home at Milford. she made 
her- home with her daughter and 
husband. Mr. and Mrs. A. W. 
Mathewson. where she wras very de- 
votedly and lovingly cared for. For 
the last two years. Mrs. Titus had 
been in the soldiers' home at Mil- 
ford. 
Mrs. Titus passed away at 
the home on July 12. 1931, at the 
age *£ 84 years. 6 months, and 10 
days. 


She had been a resident of Lin- 
coln for forty years and was a 
faithful member of the W. R. c. 
and Grace Methodist church. 
Mr;. Titus is survived by three 
sons.

A second 
tank exploded shortly afterward. 


Several hundred persons were at 
the scene when the blast occurred; 
The flaming oil spread over the 
surrounding area and burned many 
of the spectators. 


At midnight the flames were still 


raging but, a crew of twenty fire 
fighters had kept- the blaze from 
the well. Experts said if the well 
catches fire it will explode and 
probably cause explosions in the 
other dozen -wells in the vicinity. 
The oil field, the largest in Mich- 
igan, is located thirteen miles west 
of "here. Hundreds of frenzied in- 
vestors flocked to the field today 
when news of the success of the 
Struble well was announced. 
When the fire broke out the town 
became frantic, as the life savings 
of many of the residents were im- 
periled. Nearly every one in town 
had invested savings in the oil wells 
and the flames threatened to wipe 
out their investments. 
Fourteen physicians from 
sur- 
rounding towns were called to care 
for the injured. 
Walter L. McClanahan, 45, main 
owner of the well, was among those 
burned. The drillers and other em- 
ployes v;hq were near the exploding 
tank, are in a critical condition.

HINTS OFFERED 


How to Prepare Car and 


Wardrobe to Take 


Are Suggested. 


Many thousands of motorists are 
now considering the question of the 
(summer tour—where to go, how to 
prepare the car, and what to take 
Along. 


Where to go depends upon choice 
and the time available. Good guides 
and maps should be provided in 
any event. 
Preparing the car is the simplest 
of all preliminaries, if it is an up-

efficient

NEW OIL COOLER 
ON GRAHAM CARS 


Water Jackets Designed 


To Keep Cylinders at 


Even Temperature. 


How an Improvement in engine 


design keeps crankcase oil cool,ifi 
summer, yet warms it up quickly 
in winter, insuring the best oper- 
afing temperature in all seasons, is 
explained by Louis Thorns, chief 
engineer of the Graham-Paige Mo- 
tors corporation, in a discussion of 
the advantages of full length water 
jacketing of cylinders, a feature of 
all Graham engines.

tions can come in and display his 
stuff. 
If he has promise, we put 


him in charge of a good instructor 
and give the kid a real chance to 
go on in the profession. 


"I still belong to the old school 
which 
taught that a youngster 


must not be rushed along too fast. 
Before we permit a boy to do tour- 
nament boxing even among the 
amateurs, he must 
know plenty 


more than the fundamentals. We 
won't lat any boy loose in a ring 
until such time as he has 
real 


knowledge of how to defend him- 
self and can hit without spraining 
a wrist or shattering some bones. 


Kin? Tragedies of Today. 


"The tragedy of the ring today, as 
I see it with eyes that have been 
looking at gloved warriors for two 
generations, is that greed and ava- 
ice of money-grabbing managers 
prompts them to put a boy to work 
before he has a working knowledge 
Of boxing. He isn't even a half- 
baked ringman, yet he's thrown in 
so that the manager can make 
money and, as a consequence, a boy 
who might have had a brilliant ca- 
reer, if nursed along, is a ruin and 
a has-been long before he reaches 
an age when he normally should be 
nearins his peak. 


Father In the Picture. 


"This Van Campen boy's father 


is an old-time fight fan. He knew 
about me when I was teaching 
Lavigne how to get as much power 
into his left as he did in his right. 
,So when his son decided he would 
like to take a fling at boxing, the 
father brought him to me and I am 
now putting the lad through his 
paces. 
"Garth is an intelligent boy and 


remembers what he is told. He is 
as stron? as an ox. He is fast and 
possessed of that remarkable asset 
for a ringman—coordination of eye, 
mind and muscle. He is eager to 
learn and his heart is in his work. 
These are factors that are going to 
count tremendously in his favor. 


From Family of Giants. 


"Garth comes from a family of 
giants. His father is 6 feet 4 and 
weighs 228: mother, five feet 10 and 
178 pounds; sister, 6 feet and 240 
pounds; brother (aged 17) is G feet 
and beams 190. 
"Garth probably has reached his 


full height, but is likelv to add from 
15 to 35 pounds of fighting weight 
during the next year or two. His 
frame is massive and he easily can 
carry 250 to 275. 


"I'm not predicting that the boy 
will become a world-beater nor even 
a great one. 'It's far too early. He 
Is just learning the tricks of the 
game. 


Kept Under Cover. 


"I am going to drill him thor- 


oughly and keep him under cover 
xmtil I am certain he can take care 
of himself. Then he will be sent 
along gradually—as were the old- 
timers. If he shows up well, it will 
be two years, probabV three, before 
I proceed to aim him at the good 
ones. 


"But 
if you hear about me aim- 


ing with the boy and matching him 
up with the touch and rough lads 
of 1933 or 1934, you will know this 
boy is good. 


"Yes, I have an odd little hunch 
that he will become good—plus."

ment 
of the 


head in this lat- 
eral giving often 
causes you

drop the head 
and shoul d er s 
toward the ball,

cause for 
the 


very high-flying 
shot. It the head drops, naturally 
the arc of your swing lowers, and 
the club head scoops underneath 
the ball. It might even dig into the 
ground back of the ball, which in- 
dicates a pronounced case of head 
and shoulder dropping. It is far 
better to keep your head still and 
use a restricted swinging action 
than to move your head and body 
in order to have greater swinging 
action. It often Is a fine start to 
put your golf on that foundation 
—a restricted, shorter back swing 
and easier, more natural 
action, 


with the head still. Beginning that 
way, the action grows and develops 
along right lines with practice.

HAVE written so much about 
the importance of an active left 


hand in the golf stroke that I feel'j 
some little hesitancy about con- 
tinuing the subject, but I come in 
contact with all classes and kinds 
of golfers and if I am safe in as- 
suming, as I think I am, that those 
which I meet are an average cross- 
section of the players of the game, 
there is still ample room, to lay 
stress on this left hand. 
Whenever someone wants to know 


why he is hooking or why he is 
slicing, he recognises immediately 
any illustration of his probable 
method of hitting which is done 
with the right hand, but in every 
case the worried individual has 
difficulty understanding why, in 
order to correct a right hand, he 
should bsgin to work with the left. 
I 


AM told there is a young in- 
structor in Buffalo who has had 
a considerable success in teaching 
the use of the right hand in golf, 
working on the theory that the 
average right-banded person can 
better control his swing in that 
way.The only trouble with this, from 
my point of view, is that the right 
hand is working in space without 
any limitation other than what 
may be imposed by the left. 
In other words, the right arm is 


bent when the ciul> leaves the ball 
coming back and it never straight- 
ens out until after the ball has 
been struck. Leave it alone then 
and it may go anywhere, depending 
upon how much the elbow may 
bend. For this reason I think that 
the path of the right hand would 
be very difficult to control. 


tTT. taking the thing the other 


way, the proper anchor point 


of tha swing is the head. Now if 
the shoulders turn about the head 
as an axis, the arc of the swing is 
limited by the length of the left, 
arm. and if the left arm is kept 
perfectly straiaht. the path of the 
hands and the clubhead will be 
made as definite as it is possible 
to make them. 
Where the average player gets 


into trouble in this direction is in 
keeping his left arm straight with- 
out settinsr up some tension or rig- 
idity in his left wrist. 
It is actually a very difficult 


ideal to accomplish to restrain ev- 
ery bit of flexibility in the elbow 
joint without causing the left hand 
to squeeze the club and the left 
wrist to solidify. 


WT CERTAINLY is plain JK day 
M that the left' wrist must be ac- 
tive in order for the left arm and 
side to b3 of any use. If the left 
wrist should not be "cocked" at 
the lop of the ^wlne. it will have 
no snap or whipping power when 
it comes time to hit the ball and 
immediately the player realizes this 
he cannot help trying to supply the 
deficiency by the use of his right 
band.

"cocKin?" of the left wrist is a 
thing which I always have to think 
about. 
There 5s one thing in the grip 
which maSes it a lot easier to se- 
cure this wrist cock at the top of 


the swing and that is holding ths 
club in the fingers of the left hand. 
If you will try the thing yourself 


you will find that if the club is 
allowed to he across the palm of 
the left hand (merely holding onto 
it tightens the muscles in the hand 
and wristj, but if it is held in the 
fingers, and mainly with the upper 
three fingers, of that hand, the 
tightness in the wrist will be con- 
siderably diminished.

"In a way I'm glad Max Schmel- 
inp stopped Stnbling." commented 
Jack, "for now he will be s. much, 
better drawing card if he fights me. 
We might draw as much as a mil- 
lion and a half."' 
Jack then stopped talking of mil- 
lions long enough to ascertain the 
cost of a pair of suspenders. 
Argued OTCF Price. 


"How 
much for these?" he de- 
manded. 
"Seventy-five cents," purred the 
salesman. 
"Du bist mishugu im fcopf (crazy 
in the head)" roared Jack. 
"He- knows more Jewish than I 
do." commented the salesman ad- 
miringly. 
Sharkey took the suspenders. 
"I unobtrusively made a notation 
on the reverse side of my -writing 
pad where I thought Jack wouldn't 
see it. but then eagle-eyed tar -was- 
n't missme a thing.

I tried to stall, but it was no use. 
"Show me that or 111 tear up all 
your notes." roared Jack.

Comedian Has No Mercy. 


The drummer and director share 


the brunt of many of the perfor- 
mer's j'okesie exlamed. Mr Meski-: 
men said they are usually warned 
in advance, especially if they were 
to offer a repartee, but occasionally 
the actor bursts out with an im- 
promptu "gag" highly embarrassing 
to himself or the director. 
One of the most interesting things 
that Mr. Meskimen has witnessed 
during his career is the evolution 
of dance music. When he first 
broke into the game, during the lat- 
ter part of the first decade of the 
century, the romantic waltzes of the 
"Gay Nineties" and early nineteen 
hundreds were on the wane. The 
so-called ragtime was being born of 
the nimble fingers of the piano 
pounders of tin pan alley. 
The fore-runner of our modern 


jazz was just-betting its foothold in 
the dance halls and theaters of the 
country, when Mr. Meskimen for- 
sook the dance band business for 
his first theater job. The one-step 
came in with the Wilson adminis- 
tration and lasted until the World 
war brought on the fox trot.

ago, Charles F. Retzlaff 


^icame out from Wisconsin and 
'found some 
pleasant land 


along Stevens creek, and there 
he made his home. 


His g r e a t grandchildren

And long before Charles 


Retzlaff left forever his good- 
ly Nebraska acres, his son, 
who now occupies the home 
on the hill, was working with 


\ him, as George Retzlaff's son, 
"d Ernest, residing in his grand- 
' father's stone house, now la- 


bors side by side 'With his 
father. 


New England and the older east 


have long passed their little square? 
of farms from father to son, but 
in our middle west, our present is 


' 
too close to our pioneer period to 
have allowed prolonged descent of 
land. If it is not unique in Ne- 
braska, it is at l_ast seldom that 
four generations have occucieri the 
same Nebraska farmstead. Since 
Charles Retzlaff marked this spot 
of unbroken prairie for his home, 
only Retzlaffs and their families 
ha-\e lived there. 


Came Here in 1858. 


In the fall of 1858. Mr. Retzlaff. 
Joseph Gilmore and his wife. Rob- 
ert Farmer, and Henry Pettit left 
Walworth county. Wis.. for the new 
territory of Nebraska. 
A younc 


man, over from Germanv for onlv 
four rears, he found land values in 
Wisconsin too high, and knew that 
if he -nere to succeed, he need 
must go to a newer country. 


The group, in three wagons, with 
three yoke of oxen for each wagon, 
took seven weeks to reach Nebraska, 
After arriving in Lancaster county.. 
the Wisconsin travelers stopped at J 
Salt creek, just above the present j 
site of Waverly. A few weeks later.' 
Mr. Retzlaff went to the mouth of 
Stevens creek, -where he selected his 
land, now a mile east and a mile 
and one-quarter south of Walton. 
This particular site appealed to 
him. as he intended to raise cattle, 
and the creek was a necessary part 
of his farm. 


Those 160 acres he selected cost , 


$50. 
Under the provisions of the 
pre-emption act of September 4. 
1841. he had first to make settle- 
ment in person on the tract by 
laying the foundations of a house. 
Mr. Retelaff placed logs for his 
foundatio..}. filed his claim, and re- 
turned to Wisconsin. When he re- 
turned in the yprinc of 1859. his 
bride came with him.

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sic, Mr. Retzlaff gave them the to- 
bacco, and each Indian took a puff 
of the same pipe. The -wide-eyed 
little George sat in the center of 
the circle, marveling at the strange 
rite. Indians often camped m the 
yard, after putting their guns in 
the house, to save the family from 
fear. Mr. Retzlaff often stated that 
in the earlier days he felt safer 
with the Indians in his vicinity 
than with many white men. 


Old Well Still Used. 


For some years, the family used 
water from the nearby springs, but, 
after a time Mr. Retzlaff decided 
to dig' a well, which is still in use 
by the Ernest Retzlaff family. Forty 
feet deep and lined with limestone, 
the water is as good today as it was 
then. On the day, Mr. Retzlaff fin- 
ished his digging, the new town of 
Lincoln was having its first sale of 
lots, the date being in October, 
1867. 
Mr. Retzlaff 
contemplated 


coming into the village to see what 
was being offered, but as the well 
showed an unwelcome tendency to 
cave in at that time, his wife yer- 
suaded him to remain and finish 
the well. George Retzlaff says that 
it might have been well had his 
father gone to the sale, but at that 
time no one was very certain that 
Lincoln would amount to anything. 


Going with his father to the salt 


basin west of Lincoln. George Retz- 
laff remembers that the older man 
pointed toward a few roofs visible 
against the horizon and said" 
"That's Lincoln. There's going to 
be a town there some day." In- 
stead of going to Nebraska City, 
a week's trip with oxen, Mr. Retz- 
laff saved time and money by go- 
ing to the Lincoln salt basin.

pictures did not know what such 
pictures should contain The result 
has been that, with very exceptions 
educational films, adapted to the 
school curricula, do not exist. 
While they were watching the 
children's progress in knowledge,) 
after viewing a film, the commit-^ 
tee was also making a second ob-"~ 
servation. From the films offered, 
they gathered the fundamental re- 
quirements of an educational film, 
based upon the points to which the 
boys and girls, representative of 
their age and of all parts of the 
country, reacted.

George, who began herding cattle 
for his father when only nine years 
of age, has continued in his foot- 
steps. At the present time, he has 
130 head of cattle, with one animal 
in the herd costing $1,500 and an- 
other $1,200. "If you want to come 
out on top, you've got to have 
blooded stock these days. Otherwise, 
they'll say he's just a scrub breeder, 
and they won't even look at your 
cattle," George Retzlaff says. 


Herding was a lonely business for 
a little boy, and one day George 
and his brother took a -watermelon 
out into the field. Indians came 
along and asked the price of the 
melon, which the boys priced at a 
dime. The red men found the price 
too "steep, and moved on, much to 
the boys' surprise, who had expected 
them to u~ke the watermelon with- 
out pnce. They couldn't even re- 
gret the dime, for the juicv melon 
provided a treat without price. 
Nebraska City Market Center. 


The market center for the Retz- 


laffs was Nebraska City and the 
mill was at Weeping Water. Mr. 


Retzlaff raised hogs, butchered them 
and salted them in the wagon box, 
to be taken to Nebraska City for 
sale. 


His first crop was of a few po- 


tatoes, melons, and pumpkins. For 
the first year or so, the new settlers 
thought that their land might be 
sold, and they hesitated from put- 
ting on any improvements. How- 
ever, by 1860, they thought it safe 
Mr. Retzlaff broke out seven acres 
to go ahead with their endeavors, 
and planted it to corn, chopping it 
into the sod with an axe, farm im- 
plements being much more scarce 
than ambition.

Although the corn crop failed, Mr. 


Retzlaff succeeded in raising four 
acres of wheat that went sixty 
bushels to the acre. He traded fif- 
teen bushels of the wheat for corn 
for the winter's meal. The meal 
and the wheat, together with game 
that could be taken on the prame, 
made up the most of the menu for 
that winter.

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THE BLIND ASTRONOMER. 
The sixty-fifth birthday anniversary of Edwin B. 


Frost, director of the great Yerkes observatory of 
the University of Chicago, and widely known through- 
out the world as the blind astronomer, deserves more 
than ordinary attention because he is the scientist 
whose faith has not been weakened in the slightest 
degree by the studies of nearly half a century. 


Dr. Frost was sixty-five years of age last Tuesday. 


Within elbow reach of the world's largest telescope, 
by Geneva's blue waters and in the enchanting 
beauty of the flower gardens for which his home is 
famous. Dr. Frost reiterated his firm belief that 
some master planet brought order in a limitless uni- 
verse. 


That is a comforting reflection. Here is a man who 


has not been able to see the stars for several years 
and yet knows them so intimately that he can con- 
tinue his work, notwithstanding the greatest physical 
handicap which can befall one. The man himself is 
just as interesting and just as mystifying in his 
uncanny achievement as the skies whose secrets he 
has unlocked for many millions. He knows the flowers 
by their scents, the trees by their feel. He can name 
the various species of birds and insects by their songs 
and cries and he can make his way through dense 
woods or on crowded roads by some sixth sense which 
has been given him. 


In his case, it would seem that blindness had been 


a blessing, because it stimulated a brilliant mind. 
His method of computing temperature furnishes a 
most striking illustration of the painstaking care of 
his research. After much listening and study, he 
found that the number of chirps given by a cricket 
in thirteen seconds, added to the number forty-two, 
invariably revealed the exact temperature of the 
moment and the place.• * • 


But Dr. Frost is a humanitarian. He believes in the 


glory of man and accepts his fellow beings as the 
most sublime of creation in the universe. He objects 
to the conclusion of many of his scientific associates 
that this earth, and therefore all human life, is a 
:hance affair in a universe of super-galaxies. 


"We really don't know much after all," said Dr. 


Frost. 
"Everything that we learn from the observa- 


tional point of view in the study of astronomy 
seems to me to point precisely and always toward 
a purposeful operation of nature. When you ac- 
cept this, it is inconsistent with physical sciences 
not to believe in a mind behind the universe. I 
can not imagine the planets netting together and 
deciding under what law they would operate. 
Nor do we find anywhere in the solar or stellar 
systems the debris which would necessarily ac- 
cumulate if the universe had been operating at 
random. You cannot fail to recognize that some 
law has been long at work when vou examine 
the wonderful structure of the spirals. In a pur- 
poseful creation, I find it not at all inconsistent 
to believe that theie must be a mind behind, 
heloing to develop the purpose. 
"I make the premise that this is a primitive 


being, and the further premise that spirit is 
distinct from matter, and that it is not subject 
to sense nerception. and that it is without mass, 
without length, and probablv without time di- 
mension. We receive "from this spiritual power 
some cift. and we may develop this dimly and 
distantly after the model of the Creator's thought. 
If the universe is purposeful, then it is plain to 
me that man. who is the highest form of develop- 
ment on this earth, must himself be distinctly 
a result of purnose rather than action. His evolu- 
tion, whether it be by procedures which are clear 
to us or not, must be consistent with purpose 
and not with chance." 
There is more than a balm to the egotism of man 


in this. All moral and spiritual development must 
have its foundation in the general acceptance of a 
universe dominated bv purpose. Were man in his 
development the result of chance, there would be no 
substantial reason for the gradual evolution of in- 
stincts which have been accepted as virtues. It has 
taken unrecorded centuries to inbreed these charac- 
teristics which have won man from barbarism. Even 
in his present high state of civilization, It has been 
demonstrated that he will quickly revert to type, 
once his faith In a definite purpose Is destroyed. 
• • • 


It should not be damaging to vanity or discon- 


certing to the 
conception of a God to discover 


through science that this world has been long in the 
making. That in the wide spaces which s-'rround it 
there arc millions of stars and suns which rival It in 
magnitude and which in the last view of science may 
be inhabited- by races similar to our own, but far 
more Informed than we are. 


Twice within his experience it has been the rare 


privilece of Dr. Frost to witness the explosion of a 
sun. which, he declared, was responsible for the birth 
of a new celestial body. Such a case occurred on the 
cvcninsr of June 8. in the Red desert of Wyoming. 
where Dr. Frost and his party had established "a 
station for the observation of the total solar eclipse. 
At about midnight, the senior member of the staff 
called him to witness a star of the first magnitude. 
shining directly above them, not far from" Altair, 
which^harj not been visible the previous night. Photo- 
graphic plates previously prepared revealed upon ex- 
amination that -within thirty-six hours that star had 
Increased its brilliance fully thirty thousand times. 
It was. Dr. Frost declared, the explosion of a sun— 
one of the most girantic affairs in nature—suipass- 
inr any!hint: we c,in iraacine of icrrcsiial origin.

A press dispatch from Bucharest Friday, announced 


that Queen Helen had informed the marshal of the 
court that she was going abroad to visit relatives and 
would not be back until October, adding that the trip 
had the approval of King Carol. Maybe being a mem- 
ber of a royal family is worth all of the trouble this 
unhappy woman is having, but few real American 
members of her sex will think so. 


As a matter of fact, after all. that has transpired 


during the past two decades it seems almost un- 
believable that anywhere in America or Europe could 
iuch conditions exist as are to be found in Roumania. 
Merely to read of them carries one back to^he middle 
ages, when rulers were autocrats, to question whose 
will meant banishment or death. In those days people 
of standing married whom the king or queen said 
they should wed and no other. It is so very largely 
in the Balkan monarchies today. 


Helen had little to say about her marriage to the 


profligate who is the father of her son and whose 
shameless conduct she has refused to overlook or 
pardon. Yet, he is king, and before she can leave the 
country, where everything possible is done to humil- 
iate her and make life unbearable, she must have 
the permission of the individual, the very thought of 
whom must be detestable to her. 


It !s said that Helen's journey is prompted in part 


by disappointment at not being able to spend the 
summer with her son, as she had contemplated and 
in not being invited to the marriage of Princess 
Ileana.

THE WEIGHT OF TEARS. 


Tecumseh has been celebrating its 
seventy-fifth 


anniversary during the last three days. 
Only two 


towns—Nebraska City and Brownville—boast of great- 
er longevity. They were formally incorporated by 
action of the territorial legislature seventy-seven 
years ago. At that time, however, Nebraska City was 
a thriving village, and Brownville was likewise an im- 
portant trading post. Several other villages, most of 
them now forgotten, were located on the eastern 
fringe of_the state. 


There are a number of communities, however, 


which will shortly celebrate the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary. The largest, Beatrice, observes its diamond 
jubilee in 1932. 


All of which serves as a reminder Nebraska is 


attaining the weight and dignity of years. It was in 
the winter of 1804—one hundred 
and twenty-seven 


years ago—that Lewis and Clarke camped on the 
banks of the Missouri river prior to striking out on 
their long and adventuresome exploration which took 
them into the northwest. There were early white 
visitors but the Lewis and Clarke expedition fur- 
nished the first record of Nebraska. In 1819 the first 
post was established and from then on through there 
was a slow settlement within the state. There were 
less than 10,000 white settlers, however, -when terri- 
torial organization was perfected and only slightly In 
excess of 20,000 when statehood recognition came. 


A new country is always at a disadvantage not only 


in matter of population but in everything -which is 
the fruit of age. There Is the wealth to be created, 
cities and towns to be founded, highway.*, schools and 
churches to be built, and transportation facilities to 
be established. These diamond anniversaries of the 
eastern Nebraska cities impress upon us — e have def- 
initely passed beyond the pioneering stage. It, will 
not be many years before a number of cities will be 
able to boast of a hundred years.

We cant just laugh 
it off.'We prospered for years on 
nothing but our natural resources. 
Well they have got twice as much 
of anything as ?;e ever had before 
we used it up. Its a terrible way to 
live, and do. but you cant beat hard 
work, sacrifice, and unlimited 
re- 
sourses. Its liable, if it does Just 
even half way work out, to have us 
winging on our foreign trade. But 
thats for Mr. Hoover and Pat Hur- 
ley to worry about.

Notwithstanding encouraging re- 


ports of more employment and evi- 
dence of a gradual change for the 
better in the business situation, it 
is none too early to begin a study 
of conditions that quite probably 
will necessitate assistance 
of a 


charitable sort in cities beyond the 
amount required in normal times. 
It is such a view of the matter 


that has seemed to actuate the re- 
quest of the national community 
chest organisation for a survey of 
several hundred cities with regard 
to relief fund needs and resources 
available to meet them. The na- 
tional organization is acting upon a 
suggestion 
from 
the president's 


emergency "committee on employ- 
ment. 


The development is interpreted as 
an evidence of the administration's 
desire to forestall expected demands 
from congress and other sources for 
an exercise of some form of govern- 
ment assistance akin to the dole 
system.

One of .the fundamental princi- 


ples heretofore announced is. That 
the true purpose of human govern- 
ment is thf promotion and develop- 
ment of the human race. To do this, 
all heads of families, now, approxi- 
mately, 25 million in the United 
States, should have an opportunity 
to own a home and the further op- 
portunity of making a comfortable 
living for oneself and family. 
As it is now. under the present 


constitution, 
the 
monopoly. of 
wealth, land included, is permitted 
until one person, or a few, may 
monopolize industry and own mil- 
lions of acres of land: making- it 
obstructive and impossible for the 
people generally to find opportunity 
for industrial business or the own- 
ership of a home. Under the law as 
we now have it, one may own, 
legally own, a whole state and to 
protect him. in the peaceable pos- 
session of it, under the present law, 
the military would be called out. 
One English syndicate owns about 
one-third of Bates county, Missouri, 
with headquarters for its manager 
in Butler, Mo. This land is inhabited 
by numerous tenants. The same 
condition is true in several parts of 
the United States. In Illinois, a life 
insurance company has recently be- 
come the owner of about a million 
acres of land under the foreclosure 
of mortgages. And to a lesser extent, 
thousands of persons are owning 
large acreages of land that is either 
lying idle or inhabited by tenants. 
This is a condition seriously inter- 
fering with the above fundamental 
principle, the happiness, prosperity 
and development of the human 
race; necessitating the constitu- 
tional enactment of the limitation 
of wealth. 
All surplus wealth, wealth and 


land, to be forfeited to the govern- 
ment and credited to the "Common 
Good" account." The land thus for- 
feited to be opened to entry free, or 
at a nominal cost, to the heads of 
families that would be quickly or in 
time, occupied in the building of 
homes. 


We have provided for what will 


bring immediate prosperity, and, 
under the foregoing provision limit- 
ing wealth, the peoole would be 
acquiring opportunities in manu- 
facturing and numerous branches of 
business that is now monopolized to 
the exclusion of this opportunity to 
the people generally. Opportunity 
has been monopolized. But under 
the provision limiting wealth, in- 
stead of automobiles, for instance, 
beine manufactured by extremely 
wealthy people concentrating wage 
earners by tens of thousands in the 
cities, families living, many of them 
in alleys, and dozens of families in 
one large building, their children 
growing up in squalid quarters un- 
der environments destructive of the 
develooment of character, we would 
have thousands of small manufac- 
tories scattered over the United 
States, each employing compara- 
tivelv few emploves and these own- 
ing homes and living under environ- 
ments of sunshine, and pure air. 
with gardens to cultivate that wouTd 
be productive of the development of 
character in them and their chil- 
dren.

We have (riven up o»jr pew in a 


very prominent church because of 
the boisterous tones of the usher 
who has charge of our aisle. His 
manner was so offensife to us on 
one occasion that we have practical- 
ly decided to leave the church alto- 
gether, although by so doing we de- 
prive ourselves of a minister whom 
we much admire. Do you think such 
an Incident should be ignored? 


ANSWER. 


• No,- b'.'t I should like to hear the 
other side of the case. After fortv 
years' observation of ushers I often 
wonder at their patience and cour- 
tesy. During thirty of those years 
spent in a church seating over 2,000 
people I have received remarkably 
few complaints from the many con- 
gregations the ushers have escorted 
to thir pews, and their difficulties 
are increased by the fact that the 
pews are rented. Yet they use such 
tact and consideration that all oth- 
ers (including the late pewholders^ 
are 
quickly 
accommodated 
and 


made to feel at home. 


Tliis is as it should be in every 
House of God, and while I cannot 
testify from personal knowledge, I 
believe that what is true of my 
church his equally true of the large 
majority of churches 
and 
syna- 
gogues. 


Your letter moves me to remark 
that the selection of an usher should 
receive careful consideration. 
He 


should be chosen for his conspicu- 
ous good nature and gentlemanly 
bearing, and in his turn be treated 
by visitors and church members 
with the same qualities. Then re- 
grettable incident1; such as you men- 
tion would not be likely to occur. 
Even their infrequent 
occurrence 


lowers the spiritual atmosphere of 
a church. When a "jack in office" 
forgets himself in God's sanctuary 
he deserves rebuke. 
Yet if I were you I would not cut 


myself off from an inspiring minis- 
try simply because a single individ- 
ual may have proved himself un- 
qualified for his post. Return to the 
church where you get and do the 
most good, and take your ses.1: "r. an. 
aisle where the usher YOU resent is 
not in evidence. Do not be too eas- 
ily diverted from what is best for 
you.

Treasure Hunters Plan 


Take Microphone to 


Ocean Bottom. 


A microphone lowered to 
the 


ocean floor at a depth greater than 
any yet reached by men who re- 
turned alive will be used by the 
Columbia Broadcasting system dur- 
ing a broadcast late this month 
when a unique diving machine de- 
signed for the recovery ol sunken 
treasure is given its first public 
demonstration in 300 feet of water 
off New London, Conn. 
Engineers- and announcers plan to 
place a microphone and field am- 
plifier within the. machine itself. 
These will be connected with the 
ship above by telephone wires with 
which the diving apparatus is ord- 
inarily equipped. Contact with 
a 
shore pickup at New London will 
be made with a 50-watt short wave 
transmitter. 
Ultimately—probably in Septem- 
ber—the operators of the apparatus 
plan to make their bid for the re- 
covery of what is -variously rum- 
ored as from one to several million 
dollars in gold, silver and jewels ly- 
ing in the wreck of the S. S. Mer-

ANY who visit the National 
Broadcasting company's stu- 


dios in Chicago atop the Merchan- 
dise Mart, the world's largest build- 
ing, are astounded, after walking 
through seeming miles of spacious 
corridors, to glance out of a win- 
dow and see apparently acres of 
roof, stretching in all directions. 
The studios, which were built for 
the National Broadcasting company 
are enclosed in what might be 
termed a huge penthouse.

HOLLYWOOD, July 18— (INS)— 


A motion picture actor who takes 
his pay, in good will instead of dol- 
lars has been discovered working in 
Hollywood's smallest and 
busiest 


studio. 
He is Mickey Mouse, whose ances- 
tors came to this country in an 
ink-well. 
Mickey is a very real character. 


He has temperamental spells like 
othrr film celebrities, but in gen- 
eral is easy to get along with. 
"I.am an idealist," Mickey told an 


interviewer. "I am Mickey Mouse, 
instead of a Jack-rabbit, politician 
or other form of humor, because I 
am cuter the way I am. My public 
is unlimited by the age of any indi- 
vidual in it. 
Six-Minute Pictures. 
"In my day, I assume many char- 


acters and I enjoy my work 
"I ask for no money for my work. 


But I do demand of my studio that 
it make my public laugh ten times 
in six minutes." 


Mickey's pictures take only six 


minutes on the screen. 


In six minutes, said Walt Disney, 


formerly a newspaper 
cartoonist 


and now head of the Mickey Mouse 
studio, it is necessary to run Mickey 
through enough funny situations to 
make the audience "bust loose" 
every thirty-six seconds. 
This is done by sprinkling the 


scenario with gags, and Disney hires 
men whose serious mission in life 
is just to think up eaes. 


Sound Adds to \Vorrles. 


It is must harder now that sound 


goes with even the Mickey pictures. 
and the costs are four times what 
they were in silent days. 


Besides a staff of thirty artists, 


Mickey requires an orchestra 


He hires one man who does noth- 
ine but write music scores for one 
trap-drummer. 
And the orchestra 


has four trap-drummers. 


As a matter of fact. Mickey and' 


his whole studio are simply a case 
of dra~:r,e boards and India ink 
thin sheets of celluloid on which 
to make pictures and a brand of 
movie cameras that make only one 
photograph at a time.

Millions of Letters Shot Through 


Buried Postal Tubes in New York

Answers to Movie Fans ' 


(By International Illustrated News) 


NEW YORK—Not one person in 


10,000 realizes that every day mil- 
lions of letters are shot at high 
speed between the main and branch 
postoffices in New York through 
arteries running on an average of 
four feet underneath the city's 
streets This unique service makes it 
possible for anyone to mail a letter 
in uptown New ork in the morning 
and ha\e it received in Wall street 
—miles away—within a few hours. 


But if one will visit the gc.-eral 


postoffice or any of its branches, 
one may see mail clerks shooting 
long "torpedoes" filled with mail in- 
to steel chutes which lead into iron 
pipes through which the steel car- 
riers whizz at high velocity under 
the 
pressure 
of compressed air. 


Seventeen hundred new carriers will 
go fcito New York's pneumatic tube 
system in July. 
Each carrier is twenty-two Inches 


long and seven inches in diameter. 
It resembles a long, thin milk can 
and carries between 500 and 600 let- 
ters. The iron tube through which 
the carrier races to its destination 
consists of twelve-foot long sections 
of pipe. Chance of direction in the 
tube is accomplished by sections of 
tube bent to a long radius to permit 
the containers to slide along with- 
out reduction in speed. Friction is 
reduced by special devices. 


Well built as they are, the car- 
riers, 
each 
weighing 
about 
20 


pounds, must be replaced after they 
have gone some 2.000,000 miles in 
Uncle Sam's underground postal 
service in New York. The tubes 
form a continuous circuit of Man- 
hattan, up and down both sides of 
the island. They also run across the 


Brooklvn bridge servicing a large 
area of Brooklyn with five miles of 
tubes. 


Evciy day of the year the mail 


earners travel a distance of 150,000 
miles beneath Gotham's busy streets. 
They are in operation 20 hours out 
of the 24 and their speed is 44 feet 
per second. 


The flying carriers, choke with 


mail, are impelled through the tubes 
by a column of air which exerts a 
pressure of about five pounds per 
square inch, the air being provided 
bv huge blowers in the basements of 
the postoffices. 


Each postoffice on the pneumatic 


tube line is equipped with a re- 
ceiving and sending apparatus, com- 


I monly 
called 
a 
"receiver" • and 


I "Transmitter." At 10-second intervals 
between departures a transmitter 
will dispatch six carriers per minute 
or 360 per hour. Since each carrier 
will hold between 500 aud 600 let- 
ters, the rate per dispatching ma- 
chine one way is 180,000 letters an 
hour. But there are 50 dispatching 
machines in the New York system 
and their total capacity on a 10- 
second headway, if all were con- 
tinuously 
occupied, 
would 
be 


9,000,000 letters per hour. 


The transmission of written dis- 
patches through long narrow tubes 
by the agency of air pressure was 
first practically introduced in Eng- 
land m 1853. Pneumatic mail dis- 
tribution has been conducted under- 
ground both in America ?nd Europe 
for many years and still remains 
the most rapid and efficient system 
for the speedy transfer of mail in 
large cities. Berlin, Paris and Lon- 
don all have efficient pneumatic 
mail systems underground, in addi- 
tion to New York's wonderfully 
l speedy plan.

On arrival here, this 29-year-old 


marine, Faustm E. Wurkus. born in 
the 
town of Pittson. Pa., near

dances than any other living man

Dawes, a young lawyer In Lincoln, 
Neb., had nothing much to dp but 
sit with his feet on his desk waiting 
for clients, or else" walk, over to the 
office of William Jennings Bryan 
and help him wait for clients, or 
finally go out to the university 
where John J. Pershing was then 
taking life seriously as instructor of 
cadets." 


Tales are told of these friend- 


ships, including the story of the* 
lawsuit with Bryan on one side and 
Dawes on another, the stakes being 
an alleged $1.27 overcharge by the 
Missouri Pacific railroad on a ship- 
ment of horse collars. Bryan Is 
called a considerable Influence In 
the life of Dawes. 


And then the following line about 
Dawes: 


"His philosophy L-, first, that the 


I rich should help the poor, and sec- 


ond. that the rich should always be 
rich and the poor always poor." 


Bess Furrnan Named. 


Other Interesting chapters In the' 


book are on the president, on the 
state department. Secretary of State 
Stimson, Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon, Senator Dwight "V.". Morrow, 
Washington society, and the Wash-. 
Ington press. 


In the chapter on the prcis. the 


work of five newspaper women In 
Washington is mentioned, including 
that of Bess Furman of "the Asso- 
ciated Press, formerly of Omaha, 
and, that. of the correspondent of the 
Lincoln Star.

IS ARMED CAMP 


Bread And Wheat Trices. 


Huntington Park, Cal. July 14 


To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: A bushel of wheat will produce 
about 60 loaves of bread. Thirty 
cents a bushel for wheat is one-half 
a cent for each of 60 loaves. Then 
the broker, elevator qperator, miller, 
baker, common carrier and retailer 
add on a total of seven and one- 
half certs a loaf, S4-50 a bushel, 
and the consumers get fleeced by 
having to pay 8 cents a loaf, $4.80 a 
bushel for 
wheat, which is $4.50 
more than the farmer got. At the 
present selling price of wheat, con- 
sumers should buy bread at 5 cents 
a loaf, S3 a bushel, but they are 
being held up by profiteers around 
3 cents a loaf. $1.80 a bushel, mak- 
ing a total loss to consumers of 
about $900,000,000 a year for bread 
used in this country alone. 


During the last session of con- 
gress, an investigation 
committee 


found out that bread was 
being 
sold to the war department at a 
profit for only 4 cents a loaf, $2.40 
a bushel for wheat, but like most 
congressional committees, they did 
absolutely nothing for the general 
public. 


For relief in this matter, and in 


myriads of other cases of a tyrannic 
nature, voters should place at least 
a majority in congress who would 
legislate for the people, and they 
would do more good during one ses- 
sion than has been done since a 
time immemorial. And to help elim- 
inate such perfidy for quick results, 
the federal farm board should have 
the 360,000,000 bushels of govern- 
ment wheat, frozen assets that will 
rot in storage, made into bread and 
sold to consumers at 4 cents a loaf. 
S2.40 a bushel for the wheat, which 
is $1.50 more than farmers got for 
it when sold. If the war department 
bought bread at 4 cents a leaf, why 
can't other consumers do so now 
while wheat is selling for less than 
half what it was then? But as us- 
ual, farmers and consumers are the 
goats.

Protestors are Held 


Heavily Guarded. 


DADEVILLE, Ala., July 18—UNS> 


—Although numerous reports during 
the day that a group of negroes 
were proceeding toward Dadeville 
to protest the detention here of 
seventeen negro members of the 
Society for Advancement of Colored 
People apparently were enroneous, 
this 
place 
remained 
a virtual 


armed camp tonight. 


The negroes are being held here 


following their arrest when police 
Thursday night broke up a meet- 
ing of the negro society, whose an- 
nounced purpose is "to seek justice" 
for the eight negro youths sentenced 
at Scottsboro. Ala., to die in the 
electric chair on charges of assault- 
ing two white girls. 


Jails Guarded. 


A cordon of heavily armed dep- 


uties—estimated to be about fifty— 
kept guard over the county jail 
where the prisoners are being held. 
Meanwhile other detachments of 
deputies were stationed at various 
points on the outskirts of town. 


Officers who rushed to investigate 
one report that a large party of 
negroes was moving in automobiles 
toward Dadeville found the negroes 
were members of a funeral pro- 
cession. 


Quiet 
reigned throughout the 


section. Possemen scouring this sec- 
tion of the state tor other negroes 
w h o participated i n 
Thursday 
night's meeting of the Society for 
the Advancement of Colored People 
reported that -icst of the negro 
houses in this county have been 
abandoned. 


Others Remain Indoors. 
Those few negroes who have not 


fled 
the 
county are remaining 


closely indoors. 


Activities of the law officers were 


branded as "slaughter" in hundred";
